RE: 2019 Use of Force (UOF) Analysis 


Chief Forbes, 

Per General Order 100.03, an analysis of the 2019 Use of Force incidents was conducted by The 
Professional Standards Unit. The purpose of this analysis was to reveal any patterns or trends that 
could be predictive or could indicate program effectiveness, training needs, equipment needs/upgrades, 
and/or policy modification needs. 

The following charts provide a breakdown of the 59 Use of Force incidents Lee’s Summit officers 
were involved in during 2019. Each chart includes the data from the previous four years for 
comparison puiposes. This information was shared with the department’s Defensive Tactics 
instructors and Sergeant. A summary, which includes their input, is included below the charts. 

Type of Event/Situation: The 59 Use of Force encounters in 2019 occurred on 24 different types of 
calls for service, with Domestic Disturbances being the most frequent with 6 occurrences. Four other 
calls for service (Stealing, Mental Health, Disturbances, and Detention Situations) had 4 occurrences 
each. The top two categories in 2018 were Detention Situations and Mental Health, and both of these 
categories decreased in 2019 (43 percent for Detention Situations and 33 percent for Mental Health).

Type of Action/Force Used: During the 59 Use of Force encounters in 2019, officers utilized a total 
of 9 different types of actions, with the most prevalent being Balance Displacement (34). The second 
most common application was Joint Locks with 28 occurrences. Those two techniques were also the 
top two used in 2018, with Joint Locks occupying the top spot.

Reason for Use of Force: Ten reasons for the application of force were given in the 59 UOF 
occurrences, with the most prevalent being to maintain/regain control of a subject (30), followed 
“affect arrest” with 13. T his is consistent with the 2018 data.

Danger/Risk Factor: A combination of 18 different risk/danger factors were identified by officers in 
2019’s Use of Force reports, with the highest being “Normal” and “Enraged” with 6 occurrences each. 































































Of note is the steady decline of subjects that officers encountered who were “Enraged/Mentally 
Disturbed.” This category peaked in 2015 with 21 occurrences, but only 4 were documented in 2019. 
One factor influencing this could be advances in CIT training, allowing officers to spot clues in 
subjects who may be in crisis and de-escalate the situation before force is needed.

Summary 


As indicated in the charts above, Lee’s Summit Officers were involved in 59 UOF incidents in 2019 on 
24 different classifications of calls for service. This was a decrease from the 66 incidents in 2018, and 
Assault on Law Enforcement charges also decreased, but more significantly (66 %). With those 
exceptions, the majority of the statistics were comparable to previous years. No concerning patterns or 
trends were identified. 


This report has been shared with the departments Defensive Tactics instructors and SGT Don 
Powelson, the Training Sergeant. The data will be reviewed and the curriculum of the annual training 
will be adjusted if it is deemed necessary.
